Indeed, although written to depict the awful 
fate which has overtaken Belgium, the poem and music apply with equal force to 
ravaged Northern France. Wherever it is performed it takes possession of the 
whole audience in a way that only those who are present can understand. 

It can surely be affirmed that he who can resist the united appeal of 
the music and the reciter can be no true Britisher.

This Suite is one of the most delightful and piquant in the whole range of music. 
Produced at the Opera House in Petrograd, as incidental music for the Ballet Casse Noisette, 
Tschaikowsky later re-wrote it for the concert platform in the orchestral form in which it 
is played to-night. Played in England for the first time in 1895, by the Queen's Hall 
Orchestra, under Sir Henry Woods, it immediately leaped into public favour, and has 
remained there ever since. The first number, as its title proclaims, is a minature overture, 
and is most perfect in its construction and orchestration. The six following characteristic 
dances are scored in the most original and delightful manner, the Dance of the Sugar Plum 
Fairy and the Whirling Russian Dance, being most descriptive, while the curious discussion 
between the " Flute and Bassoon in the Chinese Dance never fails to raise the broaderst 
of smiles from the audience. The Suite concludes with the beautiful " Flower Waltz," full 
of haunting melody and delightful orchestration. The Suite is more popularly known nil 
over the world as the " Nutcracker."

This is probably one of the most favourite numbers from Leoncavallo's Grand 
Opera. It is most dramatic in its intensity and has always been a favourite excerpt with 
the bass and baritone singers of the world. The orchestration is most characteristic and 
draws upon a wide instrumental field.

donated to the Red Cross Society by Messrs. Finney, Isles & Co., Ltd., bears 



fourteen signatures. They are His Excellency the Governor-General of the 
Commonwealth, Sir Ronald Munro-Ferguson and Lady Helen Munro-Ferguson, and the 
Governors and their Ladies of the six States, namely — Sir W. E. and Lady Davidson 
(New South Wales), Sir Arthur and Lady Stanley (Victoria), Sir Hamilton and Lady 
Goold-Adams (Queensland), Sir H. L. and Lady Gal way (South Australia), Sir W. Ellison 
and Lady Macartney (Western Australia), and Sir F. A. and Lady Newdegate-Newdegate 
(Tasmania). The signatures and dates were sent specially to Queensland for this Flag, 
accompanied by letters from their Excellencies wishing Queensland every success in 
its great effort to raise £100,000. These letters will be handed to the purchaser of the 
Flag. In years to come this Flag will remain as a unique memento of the terrible war, and 
one which can be handed down as an heirloom. 

The three portraits of Generals Birdwood, Foch and Haig were specially painted 
and donated by Mrs. F. Spry for disposal at this " Carry On " Night. They are beautifully 
painted, and are life-like portraits. The handsome frames were donated by Messrs. R. S.

ARGUMENT. 

These are the words in which Miss Henrietta Leslie, the well-known English 
novelist, dedicates her Pageant Play to Australia. The Pageant is conceived on the 
boldest lines, and when it was performed in London last year, the greatest actors and 
actresses of the day felt it an honour to receive only a " walking-on " part. When it was 
performed in London it had the title of " Under the Southern Cross." The Pageant was 
also produced last year in Melbourne, where it aroused the very keenest interest and 
enthusiasm. 

The scene of the Pageant opens with a view of a grassy stretch dying away to the 
seashore. At a quay is moored one of England's mighty dreadnoughts, and on the prow 
of the proud vessel stands England. She is an historic figure, clad from head to foot in 
shining mail. As she arrives she is heard calling to Australia, and from a long distance 
Australia answers with a faint coo-ee, Australia appears, preceded by a page carrying 
her shield, on which appears her Coat of Arms. She is a tall, majestic figure, draped from 
head to foot in the vivid blue of the beautiful Australian sky. A long purple train hangs 
from her shoulders, on which shine golden stars in the form of the Southern Cross. 



England greets Australia, and Australia answers: 



" A cry was born to me, a tragic cry, 
Faint from the first, but in intensity 
Growing with every breath of the free wind 
That bears it over roaring mountain peaks. 
Rugged and grim in their fierce solititude 
A nd virgin in their endless forestry ; 
And over vales, and ever -stretching plains 
Where orchards blossom, and where crops 
Vie with the sun, their sponsor, for his gold 
I come in answer to the cry. Who calls ? 



And after further dialogue England appeals to Australia:— 

" / am pressed by perfidy, 
By falsehood I am pressed. I need thy help ! 
Across the seas where proudly floats my flag, 
Hold out thy hands to me ; and from the earth 
" A* Scattered with manhood's hopes, lift up thine eyes ; 

■I 

Clear through the air rent by the belching guns, 
Send forth thy voice to me. Sorely I need 
Thy help in this most dark and crucial hour," 



Australia tells England that everything she has is hers: — 

" / tell thee now, all that I have 
Is thine to take. From Carpentaria's Gulf 
To that fair isle cradled upon the breast 
Of Southern seas, all, all is thine ! " 

Then appear through the various beautiful dances of the Pageant the various 
States in solemn measure. Progress and Fruitfulness bring their gifts to Mother England 

the vSpirit of Space and Freedom (as the Commonwealth) come to her aid. New South 

Wales lays at the feet of England, bales of wool and other of her products. Victoria * 
follows with sheaves of corn, and Queensland brings forth her fruits, sugar cane and other 
sub-tropical products. South Australia advances, and adds to the gifts great clusters of 
grapes, and Western Australia lays pearls and other beautiful gems around the feet of 
England. Tasmania, the last of the States, adds to the glorious gifts a great mound of 



g 
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rosy apples. The dialogue throughout while these gifts are being brought to England is 
raised to a high level, and it can be readily seen how beautifully the whole Pageant lends 
itself to emblematic display full of life and colour. 

After all the material gifts have been given to England, there yet remains one 
other gift, the greatest of all, which Australia is asked for. 

England asks for Australia's sons! 

" Flesh of your flesh, bone of your bone, I need thee 
To stand beside me on the battlefield ; 
To keep my proud flag flying, and my sword 
Yet keen and bright, and spotless yet my shield." 

Old Age and Youth are then referred to, and then Australia answers the Great Appeal : — 

" Mother, the word is spoken ! They are ours 
Alone no more, these little ones we reared, a 
But grown to manhood in our dreams 
Seem thine, perchance the worlds. And if we could 
We would not hold them back, but join our voice 
To theirs and cry " Away ! " Oh, Mother, take 
This gift, the greatest gift of all, but clasp 
It lovingly, for in thine keeping, in 
The cup thou hold'st is poured the blood 
The very life blood of my heart. 

The Pageant is brought to a magnificent conclusion with the appearance of 
Australian sons and daughters — sailors, soldiers and nurses coming from the four points 
of the compass, and giving themselves to the great Motherland. Patriotism reaches a 
great height. All join in singing the refrain of " lyand of Hope and Glory," and the 
curtain descends on the cheering Sons of Australia and a great patriotic climax. 

The Audience is asked to join with those on the Stage when the verse of " I y and 
of Hope and Glory " is sung. 

" Land of Hope and Glory ! Mother of the Free ! 
How can we extol thee who are born of thee ? 
Wider still and wider shall thy bounds be set, 
God who made thee mighty, make thee mightier yet." 



The Pageant Play, as produced here to-night, is on a greater scale of magnificence 
than in either Melbourne or I y ondon. All concerned in the production have given their 
services freely to make the Red Cross " Carry On " Night one to be remembered long after 
the terrible war is over. When the British Empire, with its Gallant Allies, has emerged 
triumphantly from the terrible struggle for civilization and honour, the Continent of the 
Southern Cross will have, by its sacrifice of its dear sons, taken its place in the noble league 
of nations which counted as nought everything but the ideals for which they fought. 
May Australia's fair fame, now indelibly enscr oiled upon the World's Great Roll of Honor 
by its gallant sons, never be besmirched but always in characters of shining, burning gold, 
remind us and those who come after, that in all the great elevating ideals which make a 
truly great nation our watchword is —
